Bir—To those who are constantly ob-
wervant of and  Intelligantly conversant
with the current events in the Chiness 12m-
plre. e, F. I Goodnow's: speech In the
conference held at Hamilton Court, as re-
ported in your paper Tuesday evening, will
certainly sound strange, f surprising.

“Yallers and gentries’ by a system culled

humblest has purposely been wronged by
aoMcinls, he or she a4 free to appeal untll
justice (s obtained or the grievances nre
removed.

The welfare of the peopls alwaye cum-
manda the [Arst consideration, hence we
have the saying: “Uhe people in the firse
in importance and the soverclgn the last"
The rulses are glven to understand that
they must>"Venerate the Heuaven and fear
tha people.’ It can be peen that the
Chiness peonle are democratic In spirit,
They have only been stunted in growth dur-
ing these many centuries by thosse selflsh
rulers who use the worn-out teachings of
pager (o advance thelr interests and thus
arrest the Intellectual development of the
panple in order to nchieve their owpn ends.
